The Trustees found it necessary to put some portion of the new. 
addition to the Central Cemetery into proper condition for sale of lots, 
as the lots in the older part of the Cemetery, had been nearly all taken 
up. To do this, they deemed it best to build the wall on the south- 
east side of the west division, as that would relieve the ground of the 
rocks with which it was combered, and turnish dirt and soil with which 
to grade up the lots intended for sale. About thirty lots have in that 
way been prepared, wholly graded and ready for sale, and about thirty 
more nearly tinished. Other portions of the Cemetery have been im- 
proved by filling up the walks and avenues with gravel, and seeding 
down lots that were previously graded. 

More lots will soon be needed, and in the opinion of the Trustees 
can be prepared the ensuing year to much better advantage than at a 
later time. And they recommend the town to make an appropriation 
for that purpose. 

Some eighty trees have been set out during the year past which 
appear to be doing well. 


SOLDIER'S MONUMENTS. 


The Trustees have made a contract for twenty-five monuments to 
mark the graves of those soldiers who belonged to our Town’s quota 
and are buried in town, together with those who were a part of the 
quota and died away from home. not being buried here. 

And the Trustees desire to call the attention of the town to the fact 
that some of the latter class have no lots on which to erect their monu- 
ments, and recommend that the town grant authority to set apart a 
lot for that purpose. ~The two sons of Mr. James Emerson of this 
town are of this class. They were both killed in battle and shared 
the fate of the soldier’s burial. Mr. Emerson has no lot on which 
to set np the monuments to thair memory, and the Trustees recom- 
mend that the town give him a deed of a lot in Central Cemetery. 

The Trustees also recognize another class of soldiers :—those who 
ave buried here, but did net belong to the town’s quota. These now 


hf 


number some six or more, and are likely to increase trom year to year. 
Not having definite instructions from the town on the point, the Trus- 
tees did not feel authorized to place monuments at their graves. ‘They 
have however, made the contract so that the number of monuments 
can be increased during the year at a pro rata cost and now desire in- 
structions from the town as to whether they shall procure monumeuts 
for this class. 


The contract for the mouments, if carried out, will furnish all, in- 
cluding the class above referred to, for a sum within the limits of the 
appropriation.

To either of the Constables of the Town of Millbury, in the County of 
Worcester, GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are di- 
rected to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Millbury, 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, to meet at the Town 
Hall in said Millbury, on Monday, the twentieth day of March instant, 
at nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a Moderator to preside in said meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year en- 
suing. 

Art. 8. To hear the reports of the several Town Officers and 
Committees, and act thereon. 


Art. 4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to de- 
fray town charges and payment of debt, for the year ensuing. 


Art. 5. To determine the time when all taxes shall be payable, 
and make regulations concerning the payment of the same. 


Art. 6. To raise and appropriate money for the care and improve- 
ment of the Town Library. 


Art. 7. To raise and appropriate money for the improvement of 
the Cemeteries. 


‘Art. 8. To see if the Town will accept the List of Jurors pre- 
pared by the Selectmen, or to take action relating to the same. 


Art. 9. To see what compensation the ‘Town walk allow members 
of the Fire Department for their services. 


Art. 10. To see if the Town will authorise their Collector to use 
all means of collecting taxes, which a Town Treasurer, when appoint- 
ed Collector, may use. 


Art. 11. To see if the Town will authorise their Treasurer to 
borrow money for the use of the Town. 


Art. 12. To choose any Committee or Committees that may be — 
thought necessary. 


Art. 18. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum of money to 
defray the expenses of a suitable observance of Memorial Day. 


Art. 14. To determine the manner of repairing the Highways, 
Townways and Bridges, the year ensuing.
